Has Seen Three Wars agd Only Five 
Democratic Presidents in 82 Years, 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 14,—After eighty- 
two years of service, crimpling the parch- 
ment of official House documents, -the 
great seal of the House of Represent- 
atives, made in the administration of 
Martin Van Buren, in 1830, is to be dis- 
carded for a new one which wag officially 
authorized by resolution_of the House to+ 
day. ‘The House seal is being. laid away 
because it has now become so worn as to 
make impressions taken from it almost 
illegible.‘ It ig not Oslerizing, but plain, 
everyday old jage that-killed. this ancient 
seal which nas been continuously in use 
Since 1830, and challenges other seals, 
Breat and’small, in apy part of the world 
to show.a greater record of activity. 
The resolution authorizing the. new 
seal as passed to-day reads; 

That the Clerk of the House ig inatructed 
to provide a new seal for the House Rep- 
resentatives which shall preserve the same 
design and inscription as the present seal, 
but shall now have forty-elght stars em- 
blematic of the forty-eight States of the 
Union, instead of the twenty-four stars now 
upon ‘the present seal, Which represent the 
twenty-four States constituting the Union at 
the time of the adoption of the present seal. 
The design on the old seal is a view of 
the old Capitol, without the dome and 
wings, as it appeared in 1880, surrounded 
by the twenty-four stars. The new de- 
sign, will have a star inserted between 
each of these twenty-four, making forty- 
eight in all. Andrew Stevenson of Vir- 
nia.-was Speaker of the House. wher 
is old seal: was made. ._ Since then there 
have: been twenty-four Speakers and three 
wars—the Mexican, the civil, and the 
Spanish—through which this seal. has 
been used. In all that time there have

BOYS’ OUTING AT GAME. 


Brooklyn Orphans Make Merry and 
See Superbas Defeat St. Louls. 


Flag Day was a big success for C. Eb- 
bets and his Superbas in Brooklyn. While 
three bands made up of youngsters blared 
forth all the popular airs of the day, and 
several hundred other youngsters cheered 
themselves hoarse; the Superbas van- 
quished the St. Louis Cardinals and pulled 
thiemselves out of the National League 
cellar, The score was 11 to 2, St. “Louis 
escaping a shut-out after two. batsmen 
were out in the ninth inning. 

Before the game the boys’ bands from 
the St John’s Roman. Catholic Orphan 
Asylum, the Brooklyn Hebrew Orphan 
Asylum, and the Brooklyn Disciplinary 
Training School, paraded across the field 
to the flagpole in Geep left field, where 
Old Glory was raised. All the boys from 
these institutions attended the game as 
guests of President Ebbets. 

The generosity of the St. Louis pitchers 
would have furnished the Superbas with 
@ comparatively, easy victory without any 
unusual display of hitting strength. Ten 
passes were handed out by ‘the quartet 
of pitchers used by Manager Bresnahan
